PiTrsDURQ, April 5.— Allegheny CSty 
WMTislted by fire yetterdsy ertning, 
which dMtroyed about 1400.000 worth 
of property. The principal sufferers 
wwi: Eberherdt & Ober, tho Godfrey 
& Clark Paper company fvml the H. J. 
HeiDZ Pickle company, besidoa a num- 
ber of small property owners. 

The fire is supposed to have been 
caosed by a spark from their own 
mokeetaok flying into an open window 
of the sorting room of Godfrey & 
Clark'a warehouse. It spread rapidly, 
enveloping that building in flames and 
then spreadintf to the malthonee, ware- 
house and elevator of Eberhardt & 
Ober Urewiiig company. Tlie Alle- 
gheny dnpaitinent, after a futile at- 
tempt to stay the course of the fire, 
summoned aid from Pittsburg. The 
firemen fought hard, bat did not suc- 
ceed in getting control of the Are until 
ii late hour last night. 

The fire burned over the best part of 
two bU)ck8, also destroying the lumber 
yard and ulanin? mill of Kopp & 
Voeghtly, the old Hope cotton mill 
building, occupied by the H. J. Heinz 
Pickle company as a warehonse, and a 
numbtr of dwellings. A number of 
minor accidents occurred. 

The losses as near as can be obtained 
are: Eberbardt & Ober, $75,000 on 
bnilding, insured for !j;i4.a(iO: stock 

8W,000, insured for $50,000; Godfrey & 
ark, $25,000 on building, insured for 
190,000; 985,000 on stock, insured for 
981,000; B. M. Ferguson, owner of the 
Hope cotton mill buildinp, $22,000; in- 
surance not known; II. J. Heinz Pickle 
company, on stock, $20,000, partially in- 
sured; tour houses owned by Thomas 
Loughery. 510. 0(K), small insurance; 
Kopp & Voeghtly, lumber yard and 
plamng mill, $;iO,000. insurance not 
Iraown; a number of dwelling houses, 
etc., increasing the loss to $400,000. 

Eberhardt & Ob^r were unable last 
night to furnish aniat of the companies 
in which they were insured. Godfrey 
& Clark are insured in IlOdiflerent com- 
panies, in sums ranging from $500 to 
$.',000, the principal companies being 
the Mutual of New York for i^r,jm and 
the Columbia of Loalsville for 93.000. 
This is the fourth time they have 
btimed out in 15 years, their losses 
amounting to 9410,OO0, with a total in- 
ranace tmly of $110,000. Both com- 
jfKoim wUl rtb nild at on ce. 

FIRE IN OUItfB EBLA Nb, MARyLAND.

In a Faw Roar*. 

OUMBIBLAND, April 5. — A few niin- 
ntes after 6 o'clock yesterday evening 
fire, supposed to be of incendiary origin, 
WM discovered in a stable in an alley- 
Way in the rear of the McKaig block 
on Baltimore street, bounded by Liberty 
and Mechanic streets, in the very heart 
of the city. There were a number of 
wooden stmctures in this allevway, 
and as the wind was Uowing a oea vy 
gale, the rear of the Uook was soon a 
seething mass of flames. 

In quick succession the buildings on 
Baltimore street occupied by the New 
York Clothing company; Charles White, 
dry goods; Thomas Coleban. groceries, 
and Stern's clothing store, were gutted. 
Meanwhile the fire spreoid rapidly up 
Mechanic street, and with the wind 
showering sparkH to remote parts of the 
'dty a wholesale (conflagration seemed 
certain. Mayor Ilebb ttilegrii])h('d for 
assistance to ^Va.sliington, PittHbury, 
MartinsburK. W. Va. ; Frederick, Md.; 
Frostburg, Md.; Parkersburg, W. Va.; 
Myersdale, Pa. , and Bedford, Pa. 

After a six-hours' hard straggle the 
fire was finally gotten under control, 
having consumed six buildings on Me- 
chanic street and seven buildings on 
Baltimore street. Asaisturica had ar- 
rived at about 7 o'clock from Martins- 
burg, W. Va., and Bedford, Pa. Wash- 
ington had started an engine and two 
reels, which were stopped at Martins- 
burg. 

In all 15 places of boBiness, a board- 
inghonse and e rsatanrant aad seven 
dwelling hooMi lv«re ocaplatdy de- 
itrqyed. 

While the fire was at its heighth up- 
town another was started br tne eare- 
leis topping of a lightea match in a 
frame strncture in the sonthern por- 
tion of the city. Twelve buildings were 
completely destroyed before this second 
ibe was subdued.

Pattf.n, Me., April 0. N»wa haa 
reached here that Edward Blatchford of 
Chicago, with A. Spearing of Pasodum- 
keag as guide, left McLeod's camp on 
the Wasaataquoit to make the ascent of 
Mount Katahdin. When withii^a mile 
of the top the snowshosa w«re put 
aside, the men intending to maho the top 
and return before dinnertiino. The 
highest peak was reached wit) tout an 
accident and the two were ab«iit to re- 
turn, whon, without warning, a thick 
mist settled down, bringing with it a 
furious blizzard. The cold was intense. 
To remain where they were meant cer- 
tain death. To regain the snowshoes 
was imposaibie. 

The only chance of the unfo- 'nnate 
men was to reach the timber below by 
a most hasardons descent. The moun- 
tain was as slippery as ^lass, and to get 
a foothold waa impossible, The only 
thing to do was to slide. This they did. 
Throwing themselves at foil length 
they flew down the precipitlons side, 
Bufifering terrible bruises and not know- 
ing whether the next moment would 
land them in the coveted shelter or 
eternity. At one time the men were 
brought to a violent stop, only to find 
that a few yards more and they wovld 
have been hurled 2,000 feet into the 
basin beneath. 

Still their only chance was to reach 
the timber. Once more thev haiarded 
the slide, and this time, by a lucky 
chance, brought up on a ridge near the 
fielton line, 12 milee from camp. Their 
chances for life were still slight. Lame 
and bruised and without snowshoes 
they started on their long tramp. At 
times the snow would be nearly to their 
necks, but they fought on. At la°t, 
long after nigbtiall, exhausted by their 
long struggle, their clothing in tatt< vi 
and their f.ices and other parts of their 
bodies bruised they reached theMcLe>Hl 
camp. The men at the camp had given 
them np f or lost hours before.

RioJansibo, April 6.— Details have 
reached here of ue battle fought on 
March 27, at Alegrete, Rio Grande do 
Sul, between the state government 
troops and the revolutionist.*!. Aciord- 
iiitr to the report that has reached this 
city the slaughter of the state troops 
was frightful, while the loss of the rev- 
olutioniste was also very heavy. The 
revolutionists held an intrenohod posi- 
tion at Al,cgrete, and when the state 
troops attempted to drive them from 
their vantage ground thoy made a moat 
desperate and snoosssful reslstanoa. 

It is said that there were 1,500 com- 
batants engaged on both sides, and that 
of this number SOO were killed and a 
large number wounded. The itate 
troops were driven back, and tba revo- 
lutionists have undiq>uted swav at Ale- 
grete, which plaoe is used as tneir baaa 
of operations against tha government.

In his monthly report, State Commis- 
flioner of Agriculture McDowell fays : 
"The winter haa.been unusually severe, 
both on grain and stock. The fall grasses 
were all cut very fihort by the continued 
dry weather, and all kinds of stock had 
to be fed and cared for very eaily. Re- 
ports as to the wheat crop are va- 
rie<l. It has had nnicli to ci intend 
with from the time it was plantetl to 
the present. ThroiiKh the fall the 
ground was so very dry that seed- 
ing was done with dUHculty. In many 
places the \\^eat was sown m dust, 
and in some instances did not germinate 
for more than thirty days, and, ol course, 
made very little growtli for the winter. 
The snow in the greater part of the State 
was ^Tcat protection fo the plant, being 
very tender; some farmers think that 
the crop was an promising the 20th of 
last niontli as it was the same time last 
year. Many farmers write very encour- 
"agingly that the hard winter is over ; that 
their stock has come Ihrongh the winter 
better tiian tiiey expecteil, and that they 
have enough feed left to make their crop. 
The weather is fine for plowing now, and, 
if it continues, the farm work Will be well 
ailvanccd. The condition of wheat is 
placed at iM) per cent. 

"The rye crop is growing smaller every 
year, so many counties n>port nunc 
raised, and wliere it is raised it is prinui- 
pally for pasture. The counties that 
fgrovr it rejiort tlie jinjspect very fair. 

" I have very mucii the same report to 
make of barley as I made of rye, very 
little jirown in the State ; great many cor- 
respondents say not enough to give a per 
cent 

"The oat crop is nearly all sown; the 
crop will besmall. It ought tobegooil.aK 
it was )iut in in good time. The acreage 
and condition I will give in my next re- 
port. 

" Horses and mniea have both wintered 
well; comparatively free from disease; 
some twenty counties report distemper, 

and one county (Hallard) rejiorts some 
cases of glanders among tlie borsen ; but 
the authorities were very prompt to take 
etc]).s to check the diseasp, having killed 
and burned ceveral liead, and it has en- 
tirely disappeared. 

" From ('ve:y county comes the Same 
report as Uj the shortage of the hog crop. 
In my Government report I asked as to 
comparative number of brood sows,whicb 
was very considerably less than former 
years, as low as 60 per cent, which, of 
course, promises badly for a full crop this 
year. By care and attention and plenty 
of corn, c-tiuuilate'l by high prices, will 
make a ditlerence iu increasing the num- 
ber. I have a very full report as to the 
(luality of the hogn, Imt not as to the 
quantity ; will try to be more Kpecilic noxt 
month, and get the amount of shortage, 
('holera is reported in many counties ; 
but liie greatest complaint is the scarcity. 

" Tlie condition of cattle is reported 
good. No disease reported anywhere ; 
the per cent, is placed at 95. lite num- 
ber fed this jrear,' as compared with 
former yean, is placed at 90 per cent"

LAUREL HI LL MINE DISASTER. 

Vrobablr Batomked Men, With but 
liittle Hope For Them., 
Habblton. Pa.. April 5.— It is now 

aprtrtained that there ar9 three men, 
and iirMiial ly five, in the Laurel Hill 
mine. Tlu; nnines of the three known onea 
are TlKjmaa Uadson, W. L. Trembath 
and Piiehard Williams. Two Hunga 
rian laborers are also missing. They 
have not been seen since the accident 
occurred and it is believed that they are 
the men seen by Harry Ha^fke to go 
nnder the water when ho was coming 
out. A vigorous search has been inati- 
tnted for them, but so far without sue 
CC8S. The mine oflicials still refnse to 
be interviewed. They stoatly, deny, 
however, that there are any more thra 
three men still imprisoned.
